But many are not satisfied with this explanation revealed in 
the Scriptures.

IV Nebulae 

Nebula (plural Nebula:) is the Latin word for mist, vapor, 
cloud. A nebula therefore is a cloud, but not all clouds are 
nebula:. 

There are many kinds of clouds but we can say that all 
clouds, nebula: excepted, are masses of vapor condensed into 
minute drops, differing from fog chiefly in that the drops float 
in a higher region of the atmosphere. When these drops become 
large enough they fall on the earth as rain or snow. 

Nebulae are also clouds, but they differ in many respects from 
the clouds, which produce rain or snow. Nebula: are faint, misty 
patches of light. They are situated far outside of our solar sys¬ 
tem at the distance of stars. Very distant star clusters sometimes 
appear like nebula- in the telescope. But the blended, diffused 
light of these stars, though having the appearance of a nebula, 
is not regarded as a true nebula. True nebula: arc supposed to 
consist of a kind of gaseous matter. The faint light of the Milky- 
Way is formed by the light of millions of stars too far distant 
to be seen by the naked eye. 

Most of the nebula: can be seen only with the aid of a tele¬ 
scope. But some are visible to the naked eye. The nebula of 
Orion situated in the constellation of that name, is supposed to 
be one of the largest of all true nebula;. It shows a vast amount 
of irregular luminosity and is visible to the naked eye. The 
nebula of Andromeda can also be viewed by the unassisted eye. 

These nebulae arc usually divided into four classes. 

To the first class belong the vastly extended, faintly shining, 
very irregular, nebulous clouds. The nebula of Orion is a well- 
known example of this class. 

Next come the small, round nebulie, which frequently are 
more dense in the center than near the circumference. 

The hazy, nebulous stars form the third class.
